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on unfitness orders, supplements for owner-occupiers, supplements 
in respect of well-maintained houses, home loss payments, the 
right to be re-housed, and compensation claims procedure. An 
appendix contains a summary of compensation payments. 

Housing Welfare Law, by barrister David Tiplady, is a new 
book which is concerned with the legal problems that arise as a 
result of inadequate or unsatisfactory housing. It provides a 
detailed examination of the law relating to squatting, over- 
crowding, and statutory nuisance; and extensive coverage is given 
to the powers and duties of local authorities, the improvement 
and maintenance of rented property by landlords, security of 
tenure, licences, harassment, unlawful eviction, rent allowances 
and rebates. 

The law governing these matters is often difficult. Frequently 
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the problem is one of complexity and cross reference. In other 
areas the law is in an early stage of development, or is in a state 
of flux, or is simply anachronistic. Housing Welfare Law presents 
a straightforward explanation of the relevant areas of the law, 
giving a practical breakdown of the rights of those who suffer 
through bad housing and the remedies available to them. 

LAG, too, attempts in Law in a Housing Crisis to familiarise 
both lawyers and lay advisers e.g. in housing aid centres with 
‘those corners of the law...of most use when they are advising 
tenants’. The volume originated in a series of lectures delivered 
this spring and is shorter and less systematic than Tiplady’s but, 
like the group’s monthly bulletin, will provide a useful short 
guide to many of those engaged in the day to day advice of 
tenants. 
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
